The writer begins by recalling the trial held in 
the spring of last year when the Supreme Court of Vllna 
convicted ten eaas murderers of Jews* partisans* and Red 
Amy prisoners* among them* in absentia* the captioned 
subject. The article then eltea eseerpta from the court 
proceedings and quotes testimony of the subject ' s eo- 
orlminals and other witnesses. The alleged testimony 
points out the subject's direct responsibility for 
murders occurring in various eities in Lithuania . One 
witness related that he saw the subject personally 
participate la mass murders and another witness quoted 
the subject as saying* "They (Jews) have ts be exterminated 
like bedbugs net one should remain alive." 










The writer noted that the prosecutor at this 
'trial p oint ed out the subje ct new resides In Philadelphia 
and the subject's adjutant* Y8S8BB J0QR2S* resides else- 
where in the United States. The prosecutor expressed hope 
and confidence that 'good Americans" would use their 
Influence to convtaBOthe U.S. Government that the subject 
and JU0R2S should be extradited to Lithuania to receive 
"deserved punishment as war criminals." The article noted 
that the U.S. Government thus far has rejected all Soviet 
attempts to extradite the subject and JUORXS. 
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
